Public Defalcations in the West Indies. 


A defalcation of nearly $17,000, on the part of 


Mr James Waddell, the assistant accountant in 
the bank at Guiana, Deruarara, was recently dis- 
covered. Mr Waddell is said to be a young man 
of highly respectable connections. 
Pieviously 


to tbe discovery of tbis transaction, his prospects 
were thought to be peculiarly favorable. He 
was reputed to be strictly honest, and enjoyed a 
high standing in tbe society of tbe colony. 
The 


frauds began''two or three years ago, and could 
not have been perpetrated so long without dis- 
covery, without culpable neglect on the part of 
other officers of the institution. Waddell had 
no direct connection with the moneys passing 
through the bank. His mode of accomplishing 
the frauds is described as follows : 'If you depos- 
ited say $600 in the Bank, on account, he would 
credit you in your pass book, with $1200. This 
be would represent to you to be a blundet on 
his part, and as he had instructions to avoid e- 
rtsures and cross entries, he would request you, 
further, to give him a check for tbe $600, the 
difference. 
You then stood credited in your 


own pass-book, tor tbe payment or deposite of 
$1200, and you were satisfied; but $600 was 
all that you got credited for in the books of the 
bank. To what uses your check for the differ- 
ence was applied, it is needless to conjecture.'

Bones of Black Hawk—His singular 


Grave. 


The editor of the Burlington (Iowa,) Hawk- 


eye, states that the remains ot Black Hawk 
were stolen, and Governor Lucas made a requis- 
ition for them in behalf of the widow and child- 
ren of the old Brave, and found them in the 
hands of an anatomist at Quiiicy, well cleaned 
and ready to be wired. They are still in Bur- 
lington, though it was the desire and expecta- 
tion of the family that they should be deposited 
in the Burlington burial ground. A writer in 
the Hawkeye in describing the 'New Purchase1 


on the Eest side ofDesmomes river, gives the 
following account of the grave of Black Hawk : 


'At the upper end of the prairie, a few hun- 


dred yards from where the timber sets in, is the 
grave of the once renowned Chief of the Sac 
and Foxes — the mighty and 
unconquerable 


'Black Hawk.' It might not be out of place 
here to give a description of his grave. 
It is 


constructed after the Indian mode of burial, by 
building a pen of round poles about ten feet 
long and three wide ; the pen is bmltashigh as 
the shoulders of a man would be when setting 
on the ground. In the west end ot this pen, the
